In view of the rapid expansion 
in scope and coverage which has 
already taken place in Group In- 
surance in a comparatively very 
short period, it is possible that in 
its further development may be 
found a better solution of the 
problem of insurance protection 
for workers than that afforded by 
compulsory state insurance.
